Library  Report^ 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilford  : 

The  trustees  of  the  Gih'brd  public  library  beg  leave  to  pre- 
sent their  annual  report  together  with  that  of  the  treasurer  of 
library  funds  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1904. 

The  record  kept  by  the  librarian  shows  that  the  library  now 
contains  1,237  volumes;  added  since  last  report,  23  volumes. 
The  total  number  of  books  loaned  the  past  year  has  been  2,154 
classed  as  follows  :  Fiction,  2,084;  history,  14;  general  literature, 
6  ;  travels,  18  ;  art,  i  ;  biography,  24  ;  poetry,  3  ;  juvenile  fiction, 
4.  Largest  number  of  books  loaned  in  any  one  day,  43.  Fifteen 
new  names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  patrons  of  the  library 
during  the  year.  Only  a  few  of  the  new  books  ordered  have  been 
received;  a  bill  of  some  $55  worth  not  having  arrived  in  season 
for  this  year's  report.  We  have  had  86  volumes  of  books  reboun  i, 
this  having  been  the  accumulation  of  several  years.  We  do  not 
think  that  our  people  as  a  whole  are  over  careless  in  the  handling 
of  books,  but  some  practices  might  here  be  mentioned  which  are 
very  ruinous  to  the  bindings  :  The  dropping  of  books ;  laying 
them  down  flat  while  open ;  the  shutting  in  of  pencils,  matches 
and  other  things  like  these  for  marks,  all  tend  to  get  them  quickly 
out  of  binding.  As  the  charges  for  rebinding  are  some  30  or  40 
per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  books,  it  behooves  us  to  take  as  good 
care  of  them  as  possible,  thus  giving  us  more  of  our  appropriation 
for  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

A  very  handsome  oak  table  has  been  presented  to  the  library, 
through  the  efforts  of  our  librarian,  Mrs.  Gill,  and  some  of  the 
lady  patrons  of  the  library. 

It  has  long  been  a  question  with  your  trustees  as  to  how  to 
provide  the  library  with  a  good  encyclopedia.  Such  a  work  has 
been  repeatedly  called  for,  but  your  trustees  did  not  feel  like  using 
any  part  of  your  appropriation  (which  has  been  quite  liberal)  for 
this  purpose.  Mrs.  Ethel  Jewett  has  at  last  solved  the  question, 
which  we  think  in  time  will  result  in  giving  us  the  desired  collec- 
tion of  books.  She  has  deposited  with  your  trustees  the  sum  of 
$S   (the  same  being  the  surplus  proceeds  of  an   entertainment 
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given  by  her  school.)  This  is  to  be  known  as  the  Gilford  School 
fund  for  the  Purchase  of  an  Encyclopedia  for  use  in  the  library. 
It  is  hoped  that  other  donations  will  soon  swell  this  fund  to  the 
amount  required.  Your  trustees  wish  to  here  publicly  thank  all 
those  who  have  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the  library  during 
the  past  year.
